Deplore the Veto. 

Governor Wilson'* veto of the Beard 
bill was discussed at the meeting of 
the Nutliy Town Council last week, 
and there was a general expres¬ 
sion of disappointment and regret over 
the final result of all the hard work 
that had been done in getting the bill 
through the House and Senate. The 
general expression of. sentiment was to 
the effect that the governor had not 
given sufficient consideration to the in¬ 
jury that would be done to the towns 
affected by his veto if the Imhoff 
sewage disposal plant was located where 
Montclair and Hast Orange now in¬ 
tended to place it. 

Mayor Luxe declared that an effort 
would be made to get the bill through 
despite the governor’s veto. 

In the discussion that followed, the 
mayor stated that the original effort 
for legislation was made imperative be¬ 
cause the State Board of Health, to the 
hands of. which the governor relegated 
thre question in his veto message, had 
“prejudged the matter." 

The council ordered votes of thanks, 
for their efforts sent to Senator John¬ 
son, Mr. Beard and Freeholder Sey¬ 
mour P Gilbert of this town. There 
was added a vote of thanks to the 
mayor for. his work in behalf of the 
bill. 

Much indignation prevailed iu Belle¬ 
ville over the veto and the governor 
came in for some criticism. Mayor 
Charles L. Dennison said: 

"I can only say I am very much dis¬ 
appointed—very much. I can't under¬ 
stand v'hy he should do such a thing. 
Why, the sanitary reasons he gave for 
his action are not relevant to the point 
stall. ft was purely a question of 
home-rule. 'L- * 

“There is one thing, though, every 
means will be exhausted by Belleville 
before we will ever permit that Im¬ 
hoff plant to be erected within our 
limits. What we would like to know, 
however, is what real reason the 
governor had, and we can’t see any 
reason, unless some influence was 
brought to bear on him.” 

“I think the governor lost sight of the 
fact that a Passaic Valley sewage dis¬ 
trict has already been created," said 
Town Counsel John De Graw of Belle¬ 
ville. “The Legislature has given the 
municipalities in the district ample op¬ 
portunity to take care of their sewage 
by joining in it. He should have taken 
into consideration that his bill would 
have made impossible a condition under 
which injustice may be done without 
hope of redress. Later it could have
